Youth And Adult Center 
Opens For Third Year

The Bushwick High School Youth 
and Adult Center, one of six in the 
city, is now open as a community 
project for the third consecutive year. 
Under the direction of Mrs. J. Fitz¬ 
patrick, the center offers two pro¬ 
grams featuring adult education and 
gymnastics. 

278 Adults in Program 

The enrollment for the educational 
classes has grown considerably with¬ 
in the past three years. This year 
there are approximately 278 adults. 
The program includes conversational 
Spanish, stenography, typing, busi¬ 
ness machines, and slimnastics. In ad¬ 
dition, there are two English for 
citizenship classes. 

Courses Require 10 Sessions 
All the courses given require ten 
sessions, one each week. They are 
taught by Mr. Baird, Mrs. LaViola, 
Mr. Pastiner, and Mrs. J. Fitzpatrick. 

The Night Center, supervised by 
Mr. Bascone, is open each evening 
from 7 to 10 P.M. and on weekends 
and holidays from 1 to 5 P.M. It is 
hoped that within a matter of weeks 
the swimming pool will add to the 
recreational activities.

Pupils Offered New 
Electricity Courses

This term the Industrial Arts De¬ 
partment is offering a new course 
which will give students a pre-voca- 
tional knowledge of electrical circuits 
and wiring, as well as teaching them 
the fundamentals of electricity. 

The course, which is a combination 
of shop and applied science, is open 
to girls and boys alike who have taken 
either one term of chemistry or phys¬ 
ics, or one term of drafting or shop. 

Mr. Steinberk, who has already 
taught this subject in other schools, 
plans to have the students work on 
projects of their own. These can be 
based on what they have been taught 
in their physics and chemistry 
classes. 

After a student has taken elec¬ 
tricity he can take electronics. In the 
latter course, one studies the path 
that electrons take through other ma¬ 
terials, such as tubes or even air. It 
is expected that from the two present 
classes there will be one class of elec¬ 
tronics in the fall term of 1963. This 
course will undoubtedly prove to be 
helpful to many students in later 
years.

What Happened To Football? 

Football had its start in Bushwick in 1913 and continued until 1917. 
It lay dormant until 1928 when the Tigers once again raised their goal posts. 
This rebirth proved short, ending in 1932. 

We had a terriffic starting team, but^ 
we lacked enough boys to form a 


strong reserve. Bushwick had a com¬ 
paratively small number of boys to 
choose from. High schools such as 
Jefferson and Boys’ High had their 
pick of over three thousand boys and 
Brooklyn Tech can count on any of 
their six thousand students. 

Scholarship Hurls Team 

Another factor which limited the 
amount of help available to the foot¬ 
ball club was the failure of many 
students to meet the scholastic re¬ 
quirements for team membership. A 
great similarity exists today. The 
varsity teams have the same problems. 
To be eligible for membership on any 
team, a student must pass at least 
three major and two minor subjects.

No doubt you have noticed that the 
health education department has been 
putting a greater stress on physical 
fitness since the term began. This is 
directly linked with President Ken¬ 
nedy’s youth fitness program.
